astrous, and that the date of de-, 
livery of the new model is always 
uncertain. So for the present, at 
iny rate, we must make the best of 
the old machine and see what we 
ean do with it. 

First of all, however, it is 
‘obvious that we must take such 
emergency mensures a8 We can to 
avert disaster and keep the machine 
running during the process of 
overhaul. And this is where we 
must get right downto first prin- 
ciples. % 

The first exsential for keeping 
things going Is‘ food. We cannot. 
afford to take any risks about that, 
We can do without sweepstakes, 
sunday cinemas, jor even inter- 
national conferences; but we cane 
not do without food, ; 

We in England are not self-sup- 
porting and have to buy most of 
oir focd from abroad. We may be 
table to continue te pay for it pro- 
vided onr exports do not dwindle to 
such an extent that imports are no 
langer possible, and provided that 
international trade and finance do 
not become mneh nee chnotic than 
they are tuready. But we must 
envisage the possibility that sap- 
ples will be at least seriously eur. 
tailed. We ought, therefore, to 
tnke a few practical precautions, 

There are two million unemploy- 
ed in the country, many of whom 
would fur sooner have something 
useful to do than draw the dole in 
idleness, The land could produce 
far more than it docs, Here, then, 
is an obvious and urgent chance 
for [far-sighted TIeadership. 

If al! concerned could be made 
to realise the necessity, and wis- 
don of action on a large scale, I 
aim sure that the problem of divert. 
ing the unemployed to the pro- 
duction of- food could - be solved. 
Admittedly It would take courage, 
teadership and sacrifice, but I can- 
not believe that we aro go bank- 
rupt of these qualities that we can- 
not achieve it. 3 
‘In addition, if necessary, the 
State should lay in stocks of food 
while it can, if only to prevent any 
serious rise in prices if the day of 
shortage arrives, eae ds

The next basic’ requirements are 
ealm,’ but — not 
optimism and courage, Tendencies 
to hysteria und panie, should be 
stifled at birth. At the same, time, 
the country should be. told the facts 
auid made to realise that the sooner 
them courageously . and 
takes remedial measures, the sooner 
our troubles will be solved and the 
less the process will cost and dam- 
nge us.
